This army has come to assist ldm in finally reaping 
the reward of his labor and hours of anxiety. Tin* hum of the binder, the 
l ran..formation ot the fields of t ippling grain into slook dotted yellow 
prairie, and the rattle ami roar of the threshing outfits is music in the farm- , 
er’s ears, and a picture upon whica he is never tired of looking. 

The advance guard of the harvester army came from British Columbia, 
veil a sprinkling from Ihe Dritish Isles; ihen ihe long trains bringing their 
quota from tlio far distant Marltimes; finally tin main army from Ontario 
and ljuebec. Many of these men are veteinns "ho Boned in previous years’ 
campaigns against the standing grain, but. undoubtedly, the larger number 
an young recruits, who will see and experience life in Ihe prairie West ior 
iIn first time. Thousands of them are exactly lie type this Western coun¬ 
try wants as permanent settlers. Indeed, all over the West are to be found 
among the most successful farmers men who first came as harvester hands, 
men who with their families are now making a great contribution to the 
growth, development and prosperity of this portion of the Dominion. 

in welcoming this year’s harvester army and putting it to work, the I 
u ident farmers of Western Canada should do what lies in their power lo 
make living conditions as comfortable for the men as possible. Most men do 
not miml things a bit crude and rough provided they are chan. Tong hours 
and hard work in the field* call, not only for tie* wages paid, but good food i 
and lots of it and a comfortable bed on which to lie at night. Tho provision 
of such tilings means contented workers, lit as fiddles, who are willing and 
eipahle of rendering maximum results during working hours. 

The people of the West should strive, not to coddh the members of the 
harvester army, but to male* converts of them to the glories of the West, 
tin* advantages and opportunities it has to off« r. ThA West wants us many 
a-, possible to remain as permanent settlers, but it is equally important to 
Du* future of this country that those who return homo do so with nothing but 
words of praise for the country and of the fair treatment and hospitality 
aecorded them. 

\nd the harvesters themselves should not be hasty in .jutdping to 
< inclusions when conditions do not wholly appeal to them. They must 
realize that this is a period of stres . when straining efforts to the breaking 
ftQflnt nncwunry. ivml «hwp. In mnny chmh, it in Uiuiiu-iully and economic¬ 
ally impossible to make as complete preparation in some respects as might 
be desired. The harvesters i hould study Die country, try to enter into its 
spirit and methods and closely investigate its posslbllitle ? with a view to 
deciding whether it would be to "their advantage to throw in tlieir lot with 
those who have done the pioneer work. 

There is still room and opportunity for pioneers,—lots of them. Reward* 
are still in store for tile mail, even of small means, who has initiative.ami 
energx and is prepared to throw his whole vigor into tho task of creating a 
te w and bettor homo for himself. To all such the West beckons and says 
“Welcome.” Return to your homes, if you must, but don't forget the West, 
and eome back again as soon as you can.

Dejies Extreme Heat end Acido Say 
Experts .At Copenhagen 

Announcement of some successful 
j experiments made with a new steel 
that, It Is assarted, will withstand ex¬ 
treme heat nsd the reaction of acids 
and gases injurious to the metal, is 
made by a Copenhagen newspaper, 
j Tho new product Is without a name. 
Ten tons of It have been produced at 
the Varde Works for comprehensive 
testing purposes. 

The metal has been exposed to 
high temperatures in Copenhagen 
furnaces which heat to a tempera¬ 
ture of 950 degrees, in which the 
metal has boon allowed to remain for 
five or six periods of ten hours each, 
without showing any injurious of- 
said that a piece of the 
host steel previously produced was 
coniplotelv destroyed In the first heat¬ 
ing, at a temperature that had no ef¬ 
fect on tho new metal. 

In the tests at the Varde Gas 
I works pieces of ordinary steel and 
of the new, of the same size, were 
left in a "reearburetor” for six wcjfks 
at a temperature of from 1.000 to 
1,100 degrees. At the end of the ex¬ 
periment. the ordinary steel had prac- 
llcally disappeared, while the new al¬ 
loy showed no signs of having been 
• affected by the 1 heat. Considerable 
interest has been aroused by the re¬ 
sults obtained.

Facing Real Menace 

Rats Are Working Westward and 
Should Be Exterminated 

Recent reports that u number of 
rats had horn killed by farmers in 
Saskatchewan hlintp!) draws atten¬ 
tion to two very interesting facts 
from tm agricultural point of view, 
namely, that the Canadian West is 
one of the few agricultural areas in 
the world that is not overrun by 
these posts, and, secondly, that no 
time should he lost for every farmer 
i in the Prairie Provinces to take up 
(tills challenge bv Immediate and no 
uncertain precautionary action. The 
truth nifty as well he faced, says the 
Natural 111 sources Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice of Die Department of the Inter¬ 
ior, that the brown rat, native of 
China, and scourge of nil Europe, is 
melting to add one more Province of 
Panada to his habitat. Ever and 
anon ho continues his westward 
march, and. it will require the most 
united and intelligent warfare to stem 
Ids migration. 

Mice are had enough, but tile 
brown rat Is infinitely worse, and 
one ran conjecture tin* toll lie will 
lake if ho becomes firmly established 
in the greatest granary of the British 
Empire. A few years ago it was 
thought that the long, hard winters 
of Western Canada would prove a de¬ 
terrent to colonization of that conn 
try by rats, but they gradually 
migrated from the East and spread 
over Southern Manitoba. Now they 
have reached the Qn’Appello district 
of Saskatchewan, and they are known 
to havo burrowed under a straw stack 
and found sufficient shelter for tlie

winter. 

The brown rat is omnivorous in 
its diet and eats anything edible, 
vegetable or animal, even leather 
fabrics. It attacks poultry, destroy¬ 
ing eggs and chickens; fish and fruit 
are equally acceptable with all kinds 
of meat, groceries and vegetables; it 
will eat it 3 own weaker brothers and 
staler.-? If pressed for food, and lias 
not infrequently attacked helpless 
human beings. It visits sewers and 
other filthy places, carrying and scat- 
tv ring the germs of disease. 

Tho gopher is pest enough in the 
West without this latest intruder, 
which in its omnivorous habits and 
disease carrying propensities ranks 
as far more dangerous. The whole 
of Canada should rise up and wipe 
out these pests, and evidence is not 
lacking that the war is on in earnest 
in some municipalities, where bouti 
ties on rat tails have been announced.

sion to Lepers, establish 'd recently. 
Is being assisted by the London and 
United States leper mission organiz¬ 
ations.

The Influence Of Feeding Method* 
On Type In Hog* 

An experiment was recently under¬ 
taken at the Fredericton, Now' Bruns¬ 
wick, Experimental Station with the 
object of securing data on the Influ¬ 
ence of feeding methods on typo in 
hogs. The pigs used In tho experi¬ 
ment were divided Ibto three lots. 
One lot wns hopper-fed with access to 
all tin* feed they could consume, an¬ 
other lot was pail-fed, receiving all 
they could clean tip, while tho third 
lot was pall-fed, llghty, receiving a 
dally ration, about one half that, of 
the hopper-fed group, until the finish¬ 
ing period when they were put on n 
full ration. The results of tho ex¬ 
periment tend to show that tho self- 
feeder or hopper method of feeding 
from weaning to slaughter Is not a 
practical method where the produc¬ 
tion of select bacon hogs Is tho ob¬ 
jective. If used, tho self-feeder or 
hopper should ho confined to the 
short finishing period. It was also 
shown that a loo scant ration In tho 
early stages, up to four and a half 
months, tends to stunt development. 
Extremes in feeding, either very 
heavy or very light feeding, during 
the first four or ll\e n.ouths, are tut’ 
desirable.

If In the last six months 514 peo 
plo had been murdered In this city. 
It would he conceded that society was 
In a slate of collapse. 

If the six months showed Hint Bit 
people had been killed hy subways 
tin* entire country would bo shocked 
at tho record. 

If during these months as many as 
514 people had been killed by falling 
brick or timber where construction is 
In progress, special legislation would 
bo passed utymeo to meet the grave 
peril. 

But slneo tho 514 people killed in 
Now York City during the last six 
months were killed by automobiles, 
wo take it lightly as something to be 
expected. And, of courre, nothing new 
will ho tried to put an end to tho 
slaughter. 

Killing hy automobiles has come to 
bo privileged, and it !s considered 
rather had taste to discuss It. 

One fact stands out In the report 
of tho Street Safety Committee of the 
New York Automobile Club and that 
is that commercial vehicles number 
Ing 131,435 killed within forty seven 
of as many people as the passenger 
cars which number 600,854.

Rapidly Taking Their Place With 
Men In Business 

In the days of Confederation wo¬ 
men’s sphere was mainly In tho 
home, but now women find a place 
in practically all trades and profes¬ 
sions, besides taking an active part 
In municipal, provincial and federal 
affairs. One woman, Miss Agnes Me- 
rhall, has occupied a seat in tho 
House of Commons for tho past six 
years. 

Sixty yeaVs ago tho teaching pro¬ 
fession was largely In the hands of 
mon, for tin* most part poorly equip¬ 
ped for their work and sadly under¬ 
paid. Now. especially in the public 
schools, teaching is almost exclusive¬ 
ly done by women, there being 49,975 
women teac hers in Canada as against 
11,043 men. In many cases women 
have discarded their aprons and 
donned overalls. There is one woman 
mining engineer in the Dominion, 
twenty one electrical engineers, and 
six civil engineers. So far, no wo¬ 
man blacksmiths or veterinary sur¬ 
geons are recorded, hilt there are wo¬ 
men painters, boilermakers, engine 
builders, carpenters, etc. The census 
shows 587 women barbers and hair¬ 
dressers. ^lircc bootblacks, thirty- 
four boot and shoe repairers, two 
garage keepers, and three chauffeurs. 
Seven earn their living logging and 
In fishing, one Is n cemetery-keeper 
and grave digger, an another an auc¬ 
tioneer.

Importations of mttSc and sheep 
Irom England arc hold up for at lewd 
another 60 days following the an¬ 
nouncement from the Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, that there has 
boon a new outbreak of foot and 
mouth disease In England at Wiggln- 
ton. Tam worth, Staffordshire. 

Many permits have been issued for 
the Importation of pure bred cattle, 
sheep and swine from (treat Britain 
this season up to date, and this new 
outbreak will necessitate the holding 
up of these Importations, insofar at 
least as those from England are con¬ 
cerned, until that part of Great Bri¬ 
tain Is once again declared free from 
this dread disease. 

In the case of Importations coming 
from Scotland it is not the intention 
of the department to stop importa¬ 
tions If affidavit can be made that the 
stock being shipped from Scottish 
ports lias not been in England within 
60 days of export, nor been In Con¬ 
tact with cattle coming from England 
within that time. Further, it will bo 
required* that boats carrying such cat¬ 
tle from Scotland must not touch at 
Englsh ports after loading

It has been known for aev- i 
oral years that Western Canadian soil 
in many sectors wag suited to the 
growing of hemp. Many experiments 
had been made at the Manitoba Agrl 
cullui.il College and Professor Harri¬ 
son of that institution gives cor 
roboratlve authority to the statement 
that the province could produce all 
tlie hemp likely to be required for lo¬ 
cal nnd immediate markets. Experi¬ 
ments conducted by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Railway In Southern Alberta 
likewise established the suitability of 
lands in the Irrigated sections to this 
crop. Crops were successfully retted 
and various twines actually manufac¬ 
tured at. Eastern plants tho way to. 
industrial manufacture involving the 
use of hemp completely paved. In 
lact. Altogether the success attain¬ 
ed left no reason why the Prairie 
Provinces should not have a hemp- 
growing industry and engage In the 
manufacture of products imported in 
to the country to the extent of many 
millions of dollars annually.

Dates For Digging Potatoes 


Early Digging Appears To Furnish 
Most Productive Seed 

An Interesting experiment with the 
object of determining If the stage of 
maturity of potatoes when dug has an 
influence on the yielding ability of 
the need has boon made on the Fred¬ 
ericton. Now Brunswick, Experimen¬ 
tal Station. Green Mountain potatoes 
planted on May 16, 1925, were dug on 
August 17, and on September 30. In 
1926 the Heed dug early produced 
nl tho rate of 313 bushels of market¬ 
able potatoes per acre apd that dug 
late 270 busheln per acre. In a simi¬ 
lar experiment in tho previous year 
the Green Mountains dug early also 
produced a better crop than those dug 
late but the difference was only about 
15 bushels per aero.

Petrofllyph On Cariboo Highway More 
Than 250 Feet Long 

The largest petroglyph or holism 
rook carving known in Canada lta« 
Just been reported to the arelmcolng- 
leal ofllre of the National Mil sell in of 
Canada at Ottawa. 

This petroglyph is nnld to bo more 
than 250 feet long and to he curved 
on a vertical fsioe of roddlsli rock of 
the plateau, straight up the side of 
ilie eraser River valley, about half u 
mile south of the eastern end cj the 
Alexander llrldgo on the Cariboo 
Highway. A trout fishing trail runs 
tip in its direction, from which it pro 
bably ran be seen. The place Is 
only about 12 miles from Yale on the 
railway lino and, being both the hug¬ 
est and the most easily accessible of 
the petroglyphs, it may be ret aside 
as a national monument because of 
its value as a tourist attraction. 

Previous to this discovery the larg¬ 
est known petroglyph in Canada was 
on the west side of a 70-foot canyon 
about one mile south of the Macken¬ 
zie highway, at a point some four 
miles from the son In the “Norway of 
Canada" near Holla Coola.

The use of rabbit fur for commer¬ 
cial purposes is becoming Increasingly 
prevalent and will doubtless eon 
tinuc to do so. Itnbblt skins are being 
used more and more extensively to 
replace higher priced furs both In 
Canada and tlie United States. In n 
bulletin on “Rabbits/' distributed by 
the Publications Ilranch, Popartinent 
of Agriculture, Ottawa, the striking 
fact is mentioned that the world's nn- 
ntfnl production of rabbit skins at the 
present tlfno is near tho 200.n00.0o0 
ninth. Canada Imports hundreds of 
thousands of these skins every year. 

Except for use as trimmings or for 
children's cheap furs, rabbit furs are 
only snb.^ltutes for, or imitations of 
the higher grade and better wearing 
furs; consequently, iho price paid for 
Individual rabbit skins will probably 
never be very high. However, the 
price paid for prime rabbit skins •— 
animals killed during the winter Is 
such that, plus the amount realized 
for the meat, there is a good margin 
of profit over the rest of feeding. 
There is. at present, n good market 
for rabbit skins in the Montreal Fur 
Sales. 

These facts show that there is n 
Held for rabbit breeding In Canada. 
Our climate is particularly adapted 
lo this Industry and, given proper 
care and management and the selec¬ 
tion of suitable breeds, ns described 
In the bulletin, rabbits, ns a side line, 
either on the farm or in tho back 
yard. should prove to he an appreoiu- 
1 bit' source of revenue.

In the Future By Unitsd Effort 

Duo of the most uninul Instances of 
tho very advanced attitude of the 
average Canadian in matters of pub¬ 
lic health was brought to the atten¬ 
tion of citizens generally during the 
recent provincial election campaign 
in Manitoba. 

Interest in the subject of commun¬ 
al well being wus sulllclently wide¬ 
spread for ono candidate. Dr. K. \V. 
Montgomery, a bracken supporter, to 
make It ono of (lie chief plunks in liis 
platform. 

“It Is not money in tho bank or 
wheat In the granaries or cuttle In 
the field that niultM ii country groat," 
Dr. Montgomery suid in tlie course of 
his campaign. “It is the quality and 
character of its men." 

Pointing to the achievements of the 
past few years, lie used them as ex¬ 
amples of the greater tilings which 
might be accomplished Jn tlie future 
by united effort. Death rates from 
tuberculosis and diphtheria had both 
been reduced, largely because tbs 
community was getjlng infectious dis¬ 
eases under control. Hut there was 
no reason, he noted, why the deaths 
from diphtheria could not he reduced 
to zi in. 

The major possibilities of health 
movements had not hern partially ex¬ 
hausted. They were, he emphasized, 
essentially peoples' movements and 
it was essmital that the average «itl- 
zen should, he kept In closo touch 
with public health and hygiene prob¬ 
lems.

Drone Of Aeroplane Motor a Thou¬ 
sand Feet In the Air, Closes 
: /itch • 

Tho noisy hunt of an aeroplane a 
thousand feet in tho air closed the 
switch that lighted a hank of flood 
lights at 13c|tis Field, McKeesport, 
I‘a., in tho first demonstration of the 
sound flensltive automatic lighting 
agency developed by 11. T. Spooner, 
research engineer of the Westing- 
house Electric, and Manufacturing 
Company. Merle Non lit up, pilot at¬ 
tached to licit is Field, completed tlie 
experiment by bringing tho 'plane to 
the ground in tho glare of powerful 
lights turned on by the steady throb 
of tlie ship’s motors.

He showed tho keenest in¬ 
terest in the manner in which the big locomotive wus bundled when travelling at high speed, and 
worked the various levers controlling the engine. "It is a wonderful piece of machinery and should 
be a source of pride to the Canadian designers and builders," said the Premier on h aving the loco¬ 
motive. No. 6120 is one of forty engines of similar type that ure being turned out this season for the 
fast passenger and freight services of the Nutionul System. When in regular service they will run Old 
•tiles without change the longest locomotive runs in the Dominion.

Steering Ships By Ear 

New Signal Invented Which Has 
Proved Efficient In Fog 

Fogs have always been the cause of 
great danger to ships entering har¬ 
bor; but now, by means of a new fog 
algnnl, they will be able to come In 
during dense fog almost as palely as 

I 

in daylight. 

Tho signal -which Is tHo invention 
of a Lowestoft man—can po easily be 
understood flint only recently a 
young boy, tho son of a sea captain 
although blindfolded, was able to 
bring a boat safely Into harbor. 

Tho signals arc transmitted from two 
horns at an equal distance ou cither 
side of the true channel. Ily an elec¬ 
trical timing apparatus the liorn on 
Hie right sends out two short blasts, 
with a half-second between each two; 
and Hie one on tho left sends out one 
long blast every half second. To a 
ship In tho true channel— which is 
tho centre—tho sounds from tho 
horns appear to be continuous, but 
tho slightest change in tho ship’s 
course brings Hie sound of the two 
short blasts or tlie one long blast into

The new line is another Canadian Pa¬ 
cific link between Canada, Australia and New Zea¬ 
land. 

The Pacific Cable Board, representative of British, 
Canadian, Australian and New Zealand governments, 
laid the cable from Australia to Uamfiehk on Van¬ 
couver Island^ and the line that connects the distant 
units of the Empire stretches across Canada to Hali¬ 
fax and from there to the heart of the Empire.

cable business. The cable was in two sections, 
weighed over 250 tons and was officially inspected 
and O.K.’d by J. McMillan, general manager of Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Telegraphs, who journeyed to England 
for that purpose.
